The Grant Party’s Visit to It—The 
Mongolian Coast—Not so 
Much of a Wall. 

J. Russel] Young writes from China 
to the New York Herald: 
io China and not see the great wall would 
have subjected us to adverse criticism 
for the remainder of our lives.

Trees Along. the Highway. 

Those who have occasion to drive out 
along our highways these scorching hot 
days plainly see and feel the necessity of 
having nice rows of shade trees border- 
|ing the road on either side. How per- 
fectly delightful it would be if we could 
drive out a distance of two or three miles 
into the country through the cool shade 
at any hour in the day, and take along 
with us, it we liked, ‘‘our sisters, our 
cousins and our aunts.” And what a 
comfort 1t would be to the traveler, the 
teamster and the man on his way to 
market, if he could travel in the shade 
instead of through the hot broiling sun. 
Not. only would it be a great comfort 
the man, but his beast would also appré- 
ciate it. It’s a serious undertaking to 
start out a long dusty pike these hot 
days when there isn’t a shrub or a tree 
in sight and the mercury would sizz out 
of the top of the tube in five minutes. 
It is fearful even to contemplate when 
we know it is possible for a better state 
of affairs to exist. We believe the next 
Legislature ought to offer a premium for 
every tree grown along the roadside. 
The amount of money it would take to 
hedge in every highway in the country 
could not be spent in any other way that 
would add so much to the comfort of the 
traveling public. The same amount 
spent upon the roads themselves would 
hardly make any show at all. Premium 
or no premium, it would be timag and 
money—and it wouldn’t take much of 
the latter—well spent if land owners 
would give this matter a little attention 
at the preper season and plant out a nice 
row of trees on both sides of the roads 
that run along and through their premi- 
ses. A few days extra work in early 
spring time when there is little else to 
do out doors would soon accomplish the 
task. Some few farmers, for the pur- 
pose of showing off their contrariness, 
might object to planting out trees be- 
cause they might possibly shade a few 
feet of ground and injure a row or two 
of corn, but on the other hand they 
should consider what an advantage it 
wonld be to the grass, the pasture and 
the lowing herds that would take shel- 
ter beneath their umbrageous foliage 
from the scorching noonday sun. There 
are very few farms that have half 
enough shade upén them. Steck is turn-

isn’t even an elder bush to make shade. 
It’s cruelty to animals in the superlative 
degree and the owners thereof should be 
prosecuted accordingly.

SENTINEL Returning from Frenchburg to the; THE TRIAL OF HACK HELTON 


| 
For the Murder of Ed. Cox. 


HIS ACQUITTAL AT FRENCHBURG ON 
SATURDAY. 

Late in the afternoon on the 11th day 
ef June, 1878, Edward Cox, a, married 
man about 26 years of age, who lived 
on Peter Trace branch of Slate creek in 
Menifee county, was shot when within 
about 100 yards of his house, to which 
he ran, fell in the door-way and expired 
in a few minutes. The assassin used a 
gun loaded with balls or bullets and was 
secreted behind a tree in the woods. Cox 
did not see his murderer. Hack Helton, 
a young man about 21 years of age, al- 
so married, who lived only a few hun- 
dred yards from Cox, was suspected of 
the murder; was next day arrested, had 
an examining trial and was committed to 
jail without bail. Last week Helton 
was tried on an indictment for the mur- 
der of Cox in the Menifee Circuit Court. 
The Commonwealth was represented by 

. R. Patterson, of Owingsville, acting 
Commonwealth’s Attorney, Judge B. 
F. Day and R. E. Frisby, Esq., French- 
burg. The defense was represented by 
Col.’s W. H. Holt and A. T. Wood, of 
this city, H. T. Derickson, of Stanton, 
and James H. Williams, of Jackson. 
The trial began on Tuesday. 

The Commonwealth maintained that 
the defendant was guilty, because the 
defendant and deceased were unfriendly, 
and had previously quarreled, on ac- 
count of jealousy. In a few minutes af- 
ter the gun fired a witness stated she 
saw defendant run into his own house 
with s6mething, she took to be a gun, in 
his hand. A hat band was found in the 
bushes near where the assassin stood,

The forenoon 
was devoted to speech-making by some of 
our townsmen and Father Major, of 
Lexington, in which they portrayed the 
noble qualities of the Irish wherever they 
may be found. After speaking the large 
audignce repaired to a magnificent din- 
ner spread by the Catholic ladies, whicl 
was indeed a grand feast. After dinner

A STORY OF HIDDEN GOLD. 

During the late war, Oliver W. Gaines,

With 
the ‘‘guard” totally oblivions to what 
vas going on around him, it was but the 
work ofta moment, for Ned, a ‘colored 
man owned by Gaines and employed at 
the stable, to appropriate the well-filled 
bags, and spirit them away. The ap-
